WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—The Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition, which was to have 
been held in St. Louis in 1903, will not take 
place until 194 This fact was practically 


conceded by ex-Gov. Francis, president of 
the exposition company, and Adolphus 
Busch, the financial agent of the company, 
at the White House today. 

Dince arriving here and conferring with 
the foreign representatives Gov. Francis 
and Mr. Busch have come to the conclusion 
that unless the Exposition is postponed for 
a year the Exposition will not be able to se- 
cure the elaborate foreign exhibits which 
are desired. They find, for instance, that 
a great Japanese fair is to be given under 
government auspices in 1908, and ff the Ex- 
position is postponed until 1904 everything 
of interest exhibited there can be brought 


to St. Louis the following year.

In order to interest foreign governments 
ft is the desire of the exposition manage- 
ment that fhe foreign agents of the Ex- 
position be appointed and accredited by 
the state department and steps are being 
taken to that end now. 

Francis and Mr. Busch 
extended an invitation through the German 
embassy to Prince Henry to visit St. Louis 
during his stay in this country, but no re- 
ply had been received up to noon today.

steamer pourided on the bar.’ Signals ot 
distress were immediately blown and the 
life saving crow’ quickly ‘responded, Run- 
ning their mortar out on the pier the lite 
savers sent a line to the wreck. A heavier 
rope Was then hauled aboard and when day 
broke ‘there was a line 200 feet long 
stretched from the pier to thé 
the breeches buoy apparatus was feady 
for ugs Over this line the nine passengers, 
four of whom were women, and the crew’ 
were safely taken in the breeches buoy in 
two hours. It Was u thrilling’ rescue. 
the people were drawn along the ro 
reat Waves broke over them and all were 
drenched by the icy water when they ar- 
rived on the pier.

“American humor ts the best in the world 
today, and the newspapers have made it 
what it is. Its advance in the last 2 
years has been great.“ 

So said Robert J. Burdette to me Wednes- 
day evening in Belleville, where he amused 
@ crowd later. I went to see him earlier in 
the day at his hotel in St. Louis, only to 
find that he had departed for Belleville. To 
Belleville I went as fast as the trolley car 
could carry me. I got there a half hour 
before Mr. Burdette did, and because of my 
perseverance he talked to me before he 
ate hia dinner. He told funny stories and 
laughed much as he talked. I wondered 
what sort of a man he must be after din- 
ner. 

“Twenty-five years ago our humor was 
of the brutal type,“ he said. “We wrote 
jokes about the persons who died from the 
effects of lighting fire with kerosene and 
those who looked down the barrels of load- 
ed guns.

Parents Declare There Was no Opposi- 
tion to the Match—Body Found 
by Little Girl on Her Way 
to School. 


Little Katie Walker, on her way to school 
Thursday morning, took the short cut 
through Segurson's private burying ground 
in Bobring Hill, just over the cocnty line. 
As she passed near a big tree in the ceme- 
tery she saw something that made her 
heart stop beating and then sent her flying 
home, white and panting. What she had 
seen was the body of a man swinging and 
swaying at the end of a rope from the limb 
of a tree. 

Joseph Walker and George White went 
to the cemetery and found the body of 
Frank William Bobring. en of J. H. Bob- 
ring, postmaster of Bobring Hill, in St.“ 
Louis County, who left his home the night 
before without the knowledge of his family. 

Squire, Moetter of Bobring Hill was sum- 
moned.and held an inquest on the body of 
the young man. The jury returned a ver- 
dict of “suicide committed while in delir- 
lum.“ 

Frank W. Bobring had been III for more 
than a week with a heavy cold that de- 
veloped symptoms of pneumonia. Wednes- 
day of last week he told his father, whom 
he assisted in the store and postoffice at 
Bobring Hill, that he was going to St. 
Louls to see a young lady to whom he was 
engaged. His father was agreeable. That 
evening the young man called on Miss Ce- 
lestine Kleft of 1724 South Seventh street, 
to whom he was engaged to be married in 
February. There he suffered a relapse and 
became so ill that he was not permitted to 
leave the house until the following Mon- 
day. 

Theught He Heard 

Music in House. 

When he reached home he was so much 
Worse that his family became much 
alarmed. Wednesday night he became de- 
lirious and had a deluston that he heard 
harps and other musical instruments being 
played outside the house. He was sent to 
bed with his brother Otto, who was told 
to watch over him during the night. About 


4 o’clock in the morning he woke his broth- 
er up and told him someone was breaking 
into the store. He was soothed and ap- 
parently went to sleep. Shortly after this, 
when his brother had again fallen. to sleep, 
he arose and dressed in some of his broth- 
er's clothes and left the house, to do which, 
he had to break a door open. He then 
went through the yard to the stable, 
climbed to the hayloft and secured a rope. 
With this he made his way to a cemetery. 
There he disposed of his coat and vest 
in the cleft of one limb of a big tree planted 
by his father in 1853, tied the rope around 
another limb, fastened the other end around 
his throat and jumped. He probably died 
as the body 
showed no evidences of a struggle. 

The tree was one which his father had 
planted 48 years ago. 

No Objection 
to His Engagement. 

It was at first surmised that he had thus 
killed himself as the result of disappoint- 
It has, how- 
ever, proved otherwise. There was no ob- 
jection to his engagement to Miss Kleft on 
the part of his parents, who looked forward 
to the match in February. Dr. Will testi- 
fied at the inquest that Frank Bobring was 
the victim of suicidal mania while suffer- 
ing from delirium induced by fever caused 
by incipient pneumonia. 

Bobring’s funeral will take place Friday 
afternoon to Segurson’s Cemetery from the 
family residence.

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CAPT. JAN KRIGE, BOER OFFICER, 
TALKS OF WAR. 


SAYS ENGLAND MUST YIELD 


He Thinks United States Govérnment 
Is Straining International Cem- 
mity by Selling Mules. 


Capt. Jan Krige, an officer in the Boer 
army, will address a meeting at Concordia 
Turner Hall, Thirteenth and Arsenal 
streets, Thursday evening at 8 o'clock. 

Capt. Krige ls an escaped prisoner of war. 
He has seen service under Botha and De 
Wet. 

On May 30 of last year, in an engagement 
between French and Botha on. Kup river, 
Capt. Krige was made prisoner, and sent 
to Johannesburg, whence he escaped. Af- 
ter his escape he joined Botha again and 
remained with him about four months. 

At the end of this time he was sent on 
a diplematic mission to Lorenzo Marques. 


The Portuguese officials of that city re- 
fused to allow him back to the Transvaal 
and heid him and several others of 215 
cuuntrymen prisoners. ‘Ihe others were 
Geported to Libson, where they are yet 
head by the Portuguese government. 

Cap. Krige tinally boarded a German 
ship at Lorenzo Marques which was bound 
for New York, and arrived safely in this 
country. Being a practical farmer, he im- 
mediately went to California, Oregon and 
Washington with the intention of studying 
American farming methods for future use 
in his native land. 

Citizens of the United States, at various 

points, have asked Capt. Krige to make a 
atatement of the Boer case from a Boer 
stanupoint ana he is now in this city for 
that purpose. His topic on Thursday ev- 
erling will be the Causes, the Conduct and 
the Probable Outcome of the War.“ He 
will explain his eontention that the Boers 
will never be beaten. 
According to the captain’s statement, the 
military forces of the Boers number be- 
tween 15,000 and 20,000 men, against which 
there is opposed a British army of 250,000 
men. 

The captain says it is not now a dues- 
tion of what terms the English will offer, 
but what the Boers will accept. 

According to Capt. Krige, the English 
so.uiers in South Africa are sick and tired 
of the war, as they cannot capture the 
Boer leaders and detest the work of the 
concentration camps. where only women 
and children are detained. 

Gens. French and Buller are the only 
English commanders whom the Boers re- 
8 t, as they have proved themselves Sol- 
diers and gentlemen. Kitchener they speak 


of as the butcher.
